VON BUELOW BLAMES KAUTZ. 


German Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Sustains Herr Rose. — 

Berlin, April 10.4Since his interview with 
Emperor William, United States Ambassa- 
dor White has met the German minister 
of foreign affairs, Von Buelow, and the 
British ambassador here, Sir Frank Las- 
celles, and has cabled the result at consid- 


-erable length in cipher to Washington. 


It is understood on good authority that 
there is nothing indicative of belligerence 
in the dispatch, but that it relates to the 
desire of the German government to stand 
by the Berlin treaty and return to the 
provisional arrangement made by the three 
consuls and hastening the appointment and 
work of the commission as much as pos- 
Sible. 

A high foreign office official, speaking for 
Baron Von Buelow, said to the correspon- 
dent here of the Associated Press today: 

“We have net received a dispatch from 
the commander of the Faike and do not 
believe the story about the strained reia- 
tions between the commander of the Ger- 
man warship and Admiral Kautz. We 
would have heard of it officially if it had 
been true. . 

“We have not received any advices con- 
firming the proclamation of Genera! Ruse. 
At any rate, the argument of the American 
press that Herr Rose is responsible for the 
new trouble is wrong, as such a proclama- 
tion, if issued, came aftér Admiral Kautz’s 
action, which is here considered to be a 
violation of the Samoa act. Admiral Kautz 
Stated in his proclamation that al] the 
three consuls had expressed willingness to 
annul the provisional government. He 
atated an untruth and Herr Rose could 
not be blamed for issuing a counter procia- 


.Mation, 


“However, the German government is 
thus far insufficiently informed as to all 
Herr Rose’s doings, and therefore wil] not 
assume at the outset. that Herr Rose is 
right throughout. In any case, we must 
wait further news. The German commis- 
sioner will be appointed within a day or 
two. He will be thoroughly unbiased.” 

The appointment of C. N. Eliott, of the 
British embassy at Washington, as_ the 
British member of Samoa commission. is 
deemed satisfactory here. The National 
Zeitung, reiterating the alleged illegality 
of the action of Admiral Kautz in Samoa, 
“ays: 

“Germany wil] have to strive by every 
diplomatic means to secure satisfaction for 
this Behavior of Admiral Kautz in contra- 
vention of the treaty.” 

Referring tc the statement that the de- 
partment at Washington regards the en- 
thronement of Tanus as fully in accord- 
ance with the treaty, which provides that 
the decision of the chief justice shafl be 
final, The National Zeitung says: 

“This view is altogether opposed to the 
provisions of the treaty, according to which 


the unanimity of the representatives of 
the powers is essential.” — °

American Troops Drive Filipinos 
~ from Their Stronghold 


BATTLE SHORT BUT DESPERATE 


Six United States Soldiers Wounded but

Gunboats Take a Hand in the En- 
gagement and Drive the En- 
emy from Their Trenches 
as the Americans 
Advance. 


Manila, April 10.—After sharp, quick fight- 
ing, forming one of the most important 
battles of the war, General Lawton has 
captured Santa Cruz, the Filipino strong- 
hold on Lake Laguna de Bay, and the 
rebels, who were commanded by a China- 
man naméd Pao Wah, were driven into the 
mountains. 

The Americans had six men wound- 
oc, while the rebels lost sixty-eigh 
killed ond forty men wounded. : 

Lawton’s expedition, consisting of 1,500 
men, left San Pedro Macati, on the Pasig 
river, on Saturday night with the purpose 
of crossing Laguna de Bay and capturing 
the town of Santa Cruz, on the eastern 
shore of the lake. 

The plans of the American commanders. 
worked perfectly with the exception that 
the progress of the expedition was delayed 
by the difficult navigation of the Pasig 
river. | | 

ln navigating the shallow stream, 
rerhaps through the cunning of native 
pilots, who were not anxious to see 
the Americans succeed, several boats 
grounded and it was nearly dawn when 
the troops reached the lake. 

The expedition then steamed cautiously 
forward, the Napidau and the Oeste a mije 
ahead, the Laguna de Bay guarding the 
rear, 

Rebel signal fires, however, were lighted 
on the mountain tops, giving alarm of the 
approach of the troops. 

It was noon before the white church tow- 
ers of the city appeared in the shadow 
of the great volcanic mountain on a marshy 


Lawton’s troops partly surrounded the 
city, while the gunboats Laguna de Bay, 
Napidau and Oeste, under the command of 
Captain Grant, of the Utah battery, shelled 
the city and outiying trenches, 

General Lawton and his staff ac- 
companied the troops, sometimes lead- 
ing the charges in Indian fighting tac- 
tics, which eventualiy resulted in the 
complete rout of the rebels, with the 
smallest amount of damage to the city 
and lightest to the Americans. 

A casco with a force of 200 picked sharp- 
shooters under Major Welsenberger, most- 
ly belonging to the First Washington regi- 
ment, was run into a shallow inlet about 


five miles south of the city. Then a few 
shells were sent toward the intrenchments 
of the rebels at the edge of the woods, send- 
ing the enemy scampering inland. 
Americans Wade Ashore. 

Then a number of Americans jumped into 
the water, and wading for about a hun- 
dred yards, crept forward and formed in 
line, covering the landing of the remainder, 
which finished about 5 o'clock. 

The three troops of the Fourth cavalry, 
unmounted, were sent ashore on a danger- 
ous marshy point directly south of the 
city, under fire from the enemy. 

Meanwhile, in the town itself, there was 
utter silence and not a sign of life. Gen- 
eral Lawton, desiring to make an inspec- 
tion and to give the inhabitants an op- 
portunity to surrender, went on board the 
Laguna de Bay, and accgmpanied by the 
Associated ress launcH, steamed slowly 
to the dock, the whole fleet watching anx- 
iously. When it was discovered by the 
glasses that the trenches and stone build- 
ings were swarming with white-clad sol- 
Aiers the two boats withdrew, receiving 
volleys from the trenches thrown up on 
the marshy plain north of the city. 

The flotilla anchored in compact form 
then for the night, ready to resist any sur- | 
prises from the rebe] gunboats supposed 
to be fn the lake. At sunrise today (Mon-

At the tenement house in Eldridge street 
there was found in the apartments of Hats- 
chold Katz large piles of cast-off clothing. 
Some of ft was wet, and all was filthy and 
foul smefling. 

“Many articles,’’ says the report to the 
board of health, ‘“‘presented the same ap- 
pearance as clothing taken from dead per- 
sons at the morgue after they have been 
rescued from the river.”’ : 

Conditions were found just as bad in Da- 
vid Cohen's place. His daughter said that 
the clothing was procured from peddlers 
at the second-hand clothing exchange in 
Elizabeth and Bayard streets. Her father 
made no inquiries as to whether the cloth- 
ing he handled had been worn by persons 
suffering from contagious or infectious dis- 
eases. | 

She further stated that after her father 
had remade the clothing he disposed of it 
to merchants in the west and south, where 
it was sold in stores.

The Police Made Cases Against Revs,

The police courtroom was crowded yes- 
tecday morning with men and women who 
were present to hear the trial of Rev. 
George Garrow and Rev. Charles Holder, 
the two street preachers against whom 
test cases had been made Sunday after- 
noon when the police broke up the open 
air religious meetings. 

Rev. Mr. Garrow represented the “gospel

The news of the breaking up of the 
meetings on the streets and the arrest cf 
the preachers was told in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution.

The technical charge against the prison- 
ers was “blocking the street and sidewalk 
and failing to move off when ordered to 
do so by the police.’’ The cause of the 
arrests was a refusal of the mayor to 
grant permits to the street preachers. 

In the case against Rev. Mr. Garrow 
the officers testified that he was ordered 
to disperse the crowd about the gospel 
wagon and he failed to do so. He had no 
permit from Mayor Woodward to hold 
meetings in the streets. Rev. Mr. Garrow 
made a statement to the court. He said 
that he had not blocked the street or side- 
walk. If he had been told to have his 
wagon nearer the middle of the street he 
would have done so. 

“I have lived in Atlanta since 1881,’’ said 
he, “and engaged in the candy business and 
made some money. I am a Christian and 
I purchased the gospel wagon for the 
purpose of trying to do some good in the 
world. I believe we have saved many 
souls to Christ. I believe the dear man 
who felt it his duty to arrest me is a good 
Christian, for he certainly agted as kindly 
toward us as he could. I believe the gospel 
of Christ is free and that those who seek 
to preach should not be made to wear any 
straps.” 

In the case against Rev. Mr. Holder, 
the officer was not present to testify, but 
will make a statement in court when the 
cases are again taken up this morning. 
Rev. Mr. Holder said to the court that he 
pleaded not guilty to the charge of ob- 
structing the streets and fifty men would 
testify to that. 

‘rT have looked into the law,’ said he, 
“ang I can find no ordinance requiring me 
to get a permit from the mayor. I admit 
that there is some street preaching that 
is not of the right kind, and it might be 
well to stop that sort.’ ; 

The recorder:said he would reserve his 
decision until this morning, when the Rev. 
Mr. Holder’s case can be gone into, and 
when he had had time to look into the 
city laws. 

Recorder Broyles on the Law. 

Recorder Broyles says the only law he 
has found regulating public meetings in 
the city refers to ‘‘political gatherings.”’ 
He referred The Constitution reporter to 
section 745 of the city ‘code with the 
amendment in section 617, which are as 
follows: 

Section 745. The president, chairmag 
or other officer, or committee of men, 
or any person who desires or intends to

the mayor and chairman ofthe board 
of police commissioners of the city of 
Atlanta; and. any person calling or hold- 
ing any public meeting, in any of the 
Streets-of Atlanta, without such consent, 
shall, upon conviction thereof in the 
recorder’s court of said city, be fined 
in a sum not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars or imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days, in the discretion of the 
recorder.”

Resolved, 1. That the civil power has 
no right to interfere with § religious 
teachers and preachers when they do 
not interfere with the rights of others. 

Resolved, 2. That we condemn the ac- 
tion. of the mayor in attempting to 
stop street preaching in Atlanta and in 
the arresting of the preachers.

Dr. W. W. Landrum said at the conclu- 
sion of the meeting: 

“The Baptists, as a denomination, are 
exceedingly jealous of the civil rights of 
the people. 1 don’t know of a town or city 
in the country where public preaching— 
preaching on the streets—is prohibited. 

‘“‘I myself have preached on the streets, 
and I stand ready to do it again if the oc- 
casion arises and there is no law to pre- 
vent me. 

“When a young man I preached from a 
dry goods box in Cambridge, under the 
very shadow of Harvardcollege. It was a 
special meeting, and a young man blew a 
horn to attract a crowd, just as the. Sal- 
vation Army does here, 

“At another time I took part in an open 
air meeting in London. At still another 
time I preached on the streets of Atlanta. 
I was holding a special service at a mis- 
sion on Peters street. The hall was crowd- 
ed, so 1 adjourned to the street and 
preached. 

“I have noticed the street preachers of 
Atlanta and have yet to find @ case where 
disorder has been created. If the mayor 
would refuse licenses to certain specified 
men whose preaching has been the ac- 
knowledged cause of disorder, he would be 
justified, I think. But I do not think him 
justified in his present order.’’

Chief Manly, in his monthly report, stated 
that on account of sickness in his family 
he was obliged to leave the city for fifteen 
Or twenty days, and he would appreciate 
the Kindness if the board would allow him 
his full salary while absent. The petition 
along with the rest of his report, was

taken. The board has already adopted a 
resolution to deduct from all officers’ sala- 
Tries when they are absent from duty, unless 
other action is taken by a “unanimous” 
consent of the board. 

Charges were read against Patrolman C. 
L., Hamilton for conduct unbecoming an of- 
ficer. He thhad sent in his resignation, but 
afterwards withdrew it. He was not pres- 
ent, having stated to Commissioner Pat- 
terson that he was compelled to attend 
court as a Witness in a case he had made. 
On motion of Commissioner English, Ham- 
ilton’s name was dropped from the police 
roll. 

About the Summer Holidays. 


Commissioner Johnson introduced a res- 


olution allowing leaves of absence during j 


the summer to the members of the depart- 
ment as follows: Chief and captains six 
days, sergeants five days, patsolmen seven 
days.

How many of the old timers who at- 
tended the performances of the Harris 
Nickle Plate circus yesterday afternoon 
and last night recognized in the aged ring- 
master the former prince of acrobats and 


clowns, the dashing contemporary of 
James Robinson, Ned Woods, Jemini, 
George F. Bailey and a host of other 


knights of the sawdust ring of forty years 
ago, the man who performed before all the 
crowned heads of Europe, 
plaudits of thousands in every civilized 
land years before the modern three-ring 
circus was born? 

Few, very few, if any. 
at best! , 

And yet thirt 
the gray haired man who snapped the 
whip at the trained ponies as they can- 
tered around the ring yesterday, was all 
of these and more. Thirty years ago Dan 
Castello, in the zenith of his brilliant ca- 
reer as a circus owner and performer, was 
the best known man in .the _ business. 
Crowds flocked to see. him whenever he 
performed and money and fame were his

and to spare. 
The very mention of Dan Castello will 
awaken a host of youthful memories in the 


“breasts of hundreds who, like the veteran 


showman, have grown gray, but. whose 
minds turn lovingly to the old days. And 
they will picture Dan Castello as he was 
then—the youthful, dashing, debonair, gilt- 
bespangled actor of the sixties; the man 
who was to them the premier of the pro- 
fession. 

Time works wondrous changes and time 
did not make an exception in Dan-Castello’s 
case. Thirty odd years have passed since 
he was in his prime. He is not the bril- 
liant actor of old—men of sixty-four are 
not given to athletic feats. But time has 
dealt. gently with him, in that his eye is 
bright, his step firm and elastic and his 
frame ag strong and robust as that of 
many men half his age. 

Dan Castello has passed through more 
Varying adventures in this and foreign 
countries, has received more alternate 
smiles and frowns from the whimsical god- 
dess of fortune than any man in the show 
business today. He has counted his money 
by the hundreds of thousands and be’'s 
watched the last remnants of a princely 
fortune fade away—but he has never been 
‘‘proke,”’ 

“A gentleman,’’ said the veteran yester- 
day, and he accented the word gentleman 
in a way that left no douSt of his mean- 
ing, “a gentleman is never broke!’ 

And Dan Castello is a gentleman. 

The writer called upon -him yesterday 
afternoon just before the. performance. 

“Young man, | Know What you want, 
you belong to the inquisitive age and 
you're a member of an inquisitive .pro- 
fession. J am sorry, but you'll have to 
excuse me this time. I am not the Dan 
Castello your father and your grandfath- 
er used to know. I had rathe. not talk 
about myself now. The public doesn't 
curé to hear about’ the ‘Dan Castello of 
today. So you'll please ex—’’ 

It. was suggested that the public did 
to know something about him and 
that he had many friends in the city who 
remembered him well during the days 
of reconstruction. To support this as- 
sertion a trivial incident was related. 

“Well, that interests me. Come over 
here’ where we can talk uninterruptedly,” 
and as he spoke he moved his seat to the 
sunny side of the grounds, 

“Yes, I was with the first circus that 
came south after the war. That was in

late to talk about that. The town was 
full of United States troops, and one night 
I discovered that nearly every soldier who 
entered the tent had a piece of light wood 
hidden underneath his coat.* They intended 
to burn me out. I rushed to the provost 
headquarters and demanded a United 
States flag--demanded one repeatedly. Fi- 
nally I managed to get an tnsignificant 
little flag about the size of your two hands. 
This I hoisted above the tent—I knew that 
the beggars dare not burn me out then. 
The following night a fire ball was thrown 
on top of the tent. Fortunately it rolled 
to the ground and I hurled it away before 
it exploded. Did I suspect anyone? Yes. 
And it wasn’t the soldiers I suspected. But 
never mind that. 
_The next day Thayer & Noves adver- 
tised a benefit for the poor of Macon. That 
afternoon at the matinee, while dressed in 
my clown’s suit—I was acting as a clown 
then—I made a public announcement that 
the mayor of Columbus could take half of 
the proceeds of the performance and de- 
vote it to the same purpose. The half 
amounted to $1,200. Think of it! Twelve 
hundred dollars in those hard times! 
“Then the question of gettmg out of 
Columbus presented itself. And here's 
where I euchred my rival again. I secured 
all of the available rolling stock on the 
tracks between Columbus\and Montgomery 
—sixteen cars in all—before the other cir- 
cus had thought of the matter. When 
they got ready to move I decided that 
And they did. 


' They rented six ears’ from me at $500 more

than I paid for the whole lot, and in ad- 


dition signed an agreement to play Mobile 


instead of Montgomery, where I was bill- 
ed.’’ 

“You've played in Europe, of course?” 
was asked. 

“Yes, I've played in nearly every capital 
on the continent. In ’76 I Ried“ the Al- 
hambra Pleasure Palace and played before 
her majesty, Queen Victoria, and _ the 
prince of Wales. Charles Dickens wrote a 
pamphlet describing my performance which 
was very amusing. He said: ‘Young Cas- 
tello did not jump, he flew, in speaking 
of my vaulting. Years afterwards I re- 
turned to London and offered a large sum 
for one of these pamphlets, but couldn't 
find one. Poor Charley was dead then. 

“Did I know Dickens? Yes, well. Many’s 
the time that I talked to h!m and Sir John 
Fergerson, the queen’s physician, in: the lit- 
tle black backroom of Onie Swift's a retired 
pugilist who ran a public house, and many’'s 
the glass of porter we-three have drank to- 
gether! Oh, me, but Charley was a great 
boy—a genius, and a tender-hearted gen- 
tleman whose like we'Jl never see again! 

It was suggested that. his life had been 
a varied one. 

“Yes, it’s been pretty 
I've been at something all the time. I’ve 
lost money and I made money again, and 
I'll do it yet some day. 

“Why at one time I owned nearly all the 


'mining property in the Black Hill district 


in South Dakota; I opened the first gold 
mill in that region, and I released the 
first steam whistle that echoed over the 
Black Hills—Christmas morning, 1876, it 
was. But it all went. Litigation with 
Hearst and the rest of them swept it

If it has 
ever been our misfcrtune to enter into a 
contract with a man who inserted a craftily 
worded clause which ‘ssed to him a 
meaning it did not have to us, we have 
mentally branded him a scoundrel and in 
our natural indignation may have stated 
that fact to him in words. We protestants 
are unsparing in our denunciation of Je- 
suits when we find them using words that 
mean one thing to themselves and a totally 
different thing to other people.
